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Teachers - Board At Salar 


Negotiations between teachers of 
the Placentia Unified School District 
and trustee of the PUSD board, 
entered a long, hot summer this 
week, as teachers overwhelmingly 
rejected the salary-benefit package 
offered them with an 86 per cent 
negative vote. 

The act threw negotiations past 
the closing of school, into 
September, when the district’s 665 
teachers, 570 represented by the 
Placentia Unified Education Assoc- 
iation, are next expected to be 
available for any possible tally. 

Taking up, by far, the largest 
segment of the district's $20.5 
million budget this year, the salary 
offer made to the teachers included a 
S per cent across the board raise; the 
teachers’ usual step raises for length 
of time employed; a $600 a year

benefit package, inclusion of an 
additional step raise and two-thirds 
of any new appropriations that 
might be forthcoming from the state 
legislature to aid financially- 
troubled schools. 


Teachers labeled the last 
bequest of the board as two-thirds of 
nothing and had also assumed a 
posture of looking to see if there is 
not more money available in the 
budget than has been offered them. 
Teachers have requested a 12.7 per 
cent pay increase against the 
board’s 5S per cent offer. 


Trustee John Balducci, temporar- 
ily in charge of the PUSD board’s 
regular meeting Monday night, with 
president, Dr. William Yates out of 
the city and vice president Salvador 
Zavala temporarily detained, re- 
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minded teachers representatives 
that only a two-per cent raise for 
teachers has actually been isolated 
in budget monies with the other 3 
per cent still to be located. 

‘I'd like to see this settled and not 
carried on all summer,’’ Balducci 
told teachers representatives. 

The district’s 540 classified 
employees, however, accepted the 
wage offer proffered them, inciud- 
ing the S per cent salary boost. 


Also included in the successful 
transaction was the offered 66 per 
cent of any additional money which 
may come from the state through a 
state legislature inflation bill to be 
applied to fringe benefits. 

Each fulltime PUSD employee 
now receives $600 annually to be 
applied to insurance or annuity 


plans of the employee’s choice. 
Trustees expressed the wish for any 
additional money that may become 
available to be applied toward health 
insurance in an effort to reduce 
premiums, Superintendent of 
Schools, John O. Tynes, the board’s 
negotiator explained. 

‘We are very pleased that the 
district’s classified employees ac- 
cepted the offer,’’ Tynes stated. 
“We have made every effort to 
provide a fair salary schedule and 
the offer made was as high as we 
could go with the funds available in 
the budget.”’ 


Classified employees, all those 
except teachers, are represented by 
the Placentia chapter of California 
School Employees Association. 

Other negotiated issues won by 


the classified group includes upward 
adjustments of salary for night 
custodians, an additional five 
vacation days for employees with 20 
years of service and payment of 
health insurance premiums for 
employees choosing to retire at age 
S58. 

“The negotiating committee 
wishes to express thanks to the 
board’s representative (Tynes) and 
the director of classified personnel, 
Roger Scott, for their assistance and 


cooperation throughout negotia-

Susan Callahan, the pretty, 
vivacious 18-year-old oldest daught- 
er of Mayor Pro Tem and Mrs. 
Michael Callahan, lost her life in an 
automobile accident Friday evening, 
near Durango, Mexico. 

The car in which she was riding 
with James Kraemer, son of Mr. and 
Mrs. Gilbert Kraemer, Placentia,

crashed down a 70-foot embankment 
rolling over several times. The 
couple had been driving in a severe 
rain and hail storm and were on their 
way back to the United States. 

Sources close to the family 
reported that Miss Callahan was 
severely injured and unconscious 
and Kraemer managed to extricate 
himself from the wreckage and carry 
her back up the embankment to the 
road. 


After finding assistance at a small 
clinic, Miss Callahan was soon 
transferred to a hospital where she 
died a few minutes later of her 
injuries, including several broken 
vertebrae. 

Services here are pending for the 
attractive coed, who graduated from 
Valencia High School last year and 
as a popular cheerleader for three 
years was well! known to students at 
the school. 

Kraemer, who is also 18, was 
reported held in Mexico to clear up 
legal matters and his father is now in 
that country to offer assistance and 
to return Miss Callahan’s body. 

The young people had been 
sightseeing in Mexico and Miss 
Callahan had called her parents a 
few days before the accident to 
report that they were returning 
home.

Enough U.S. senators are so worried about Henry Kissinger’s apparent 
determination to play ‘‘let’s make a deal’’ over the Panama Canal that a 
Senate resolution (No. 301) by Sen. Strom Thurmond, reaffirming U.S. 
sovereignty over the canal, now has 35 co-sponsors, enough to block 


ratification of any new treaty. 


Here's the background: in 1903, shortly after Panama declared itself a 
republic, the United States entered into a treaty, acquiring sovereignty over 
the land through which the Panama Canal was to be dug and operated. In 
exchange, the United States agreed to pay Panama an annuity for its loss of 


revenue from the Panama Railroad. 


In a 1907 decision, the U.S. Supreme Court reaffirmed U.S. sovereignty 


over the zone. 


On Oct. 11, 1968, the Marxist-dominated military of Panama overthrew 
the government of anti-Communist President Arnulfo Arias and prevented 
newly elected President Max Del Valle from taking office. 

The next day, the military (working closely with the Communist Party of 
Panama) shut down Congress, abolished all political parties except the 
Communist, began censoring news media and removed the peoples’ civil 


rights. 


That done, they began a steady drumbeat of propaganda (abetted by the 
Soviet press) to achieve their aim of ‘‘Panamanianization’’ of the canal. 
This, too, was in line with Soviet objectives: disruption of U.S. maritime 
supply lines and ultimate Soviet control of the world’s waterways. 

The de facto dictatorship of Gen. Omar Torrijos has tried, in recent years, 
to implant the ideas that the Canal Zone is really Panamanian territory and 
the U.S. presence represents ‘‘colonialism.”’ 

Torrijos & Co. have clamored for a new treaty whose aim would be 
surrender of U.S. sovereignty. They overlook the fact that Panama’s own 
constitution makes their ratification of such a treaty illegal. 

On June 23 last year, the de facto envoy of Panama to Washington told a 
U.S. television audience that if treaty negotiations were not successful 
“there will be no canal for nobody, not for us, not for the United States, not 


for the world.”’ 


Kissinger apparently took the sabotage threat seriously. 

Though he isn’t talking about it, he is reported to be studying plans to turn 
over the Canal Zone’s police and fire protection and postal service to 
Panama, the idea being that this will somehow damp down the anti-U.S. 


campaign. 


Though transfer of police, fire and postal services alone may seem like a 
mild move, it has serious implications for the future operation of the canal. 
Police and fire protection would be essential in the event of civil 
disturbances or sabotage. In the matter of postal services U.S. citizens in the 
zone would have their mail subjected to monitoring by Marxist Lt. Col. 


Manuel Noreiga, Panama’s G-2. 


If Kissinger were to put together such a deal as a prelude to a new treaty, 
it’s likely U.S. citizens rapidly would leave the zone. 
Their presence there is vital. Keeping the canal open and operating is a 


difficult and exacting job as it is. 


It is hard to believe that partial Panamanianization of the Canal Zone 
wouldn’t lead to its loss to the United States, for both commerce and military 
security purposes. The U.S. Department of Commerce estimates that the 
loss of the canal would mean a 71 per cent increase in average annual 
consumption of fuel by carriers of U.S. foreign trade; a 31-day increase in 
average shipping time; a $923 million annual increase in the total delivered 
price of exports; and a $583 million annual increase in the total delivered 


price of all imports. 


Our treaty with Panama granted us the Canal Zone in perpetuity. Giving 
that up would make about as much sense for us as it would for the USSR to 
invite the U.S. 6th Fleet to roam at will around the Black Sea.

employee in truth was not working.”’ 
The amount of that transaction, he 
said, was $600. 

Guilty pleas from five aides were 
submitted before Superior Court 
Judge Walter Smith, following a 
reported two days of closed door 
negotiations in the judge’s cham- 
bers concerning a plea bargaining 
settlement between defense and 
prosecuting attorneys. 

Others pleading guilty at the same 
time were George Upton, Santa 
Ana; Chris Boukidis, Anaheim;

Fritz de Loetz, born near Santa 
Cruz, has had a life-long dream of 
helping the people of his native 
land...some of whom are Inca 
Indians. 

Familiar with the problems, de 
Loetz, growing up in the country, at 
one time worked with Methodist 
missionaries. Seeking to further his 
education, he was offered an 
attractive scholarship from Russian 
sources, to go to Moscow. Members 
of the Garden Grove Methodist 
Church arranged instead for his 
passage to Orange Coast College. 
That was 12 years ago. 

And a commitment remains. 

‘‘He didn’t spring anything on 
me,’’ Pam de Loetz says smilingly. I 
knew when I married him 10 years 
ago that some day, as soon as we 
could get ready, we would be going 
to Bolivia. We’ve been planning 
ever since.”’ 

The plans now have reached the 
point of departure time. If all goes 
well and the family group reaches 
Bolivia without incident, they will 
buy whatever land in the temperate 
lands of Bolivia they can afford. 

‘We expect to live in tents for five 
to six months,’’ Mrs. de Loetz 
reports. (They are taking three tents 
along). ‘‘We’ ll build for the chickens 
first. Us next.’’ 

Part of the dream is to hire 
Bolivian people to work the land to 
bring a new awareness of the 
horizons of agriculture possible in 
that country. 

““No one raises chickens there,’’ 
Mrs. de Loetz explains. ‘‘We hope to 
introduce new ideas. Show people 
how they can improve their living. 
Show them things they do not realize 
now they can do.’’ There will also be 
bees and pigs. 

It is 6,500 miles away from the 
comfortable classroom in which 


Mrs. de Loetz teaches Placentia 
children and the couple’s comfort- 
able west coast home...and a world 
away in living patterns. 

To that vast chasm, the de Loetz 
family is seeking to dedicate their 
lives.

doctor for a sick child, a broken toe, 
or other such services. 

An emergency call to 528-2101 
may bring the police if appropriate, 
but will bring the Placentia Fire 
Department if of a proper nature. If 
the need for Paramedics is 
indicated, and it is the top priority at 
that moment for the area serviced of 
Yorba Linda, ‘Placentia and 
segments of the county, the 
paramedic van will then be 
dispatched. 

With all vehicles always in 
communication with each other, the 
Paramedic van also will be in contact 
with the base hospital which is St. 
Jude in Fullerton. 

There, a physician will give 
directions to the paramedics as to 


what procedures to follow to 
stabilize the patient. A private 
ambulance, possibly with a 


paramedic in attendance, will then 
transport the patient to the nearest 
receiving hospital. Approved are 
Placentia-Linda Community Hospi- 
tal in Placentia and Canyon General 
Hospital in Anaheim. 

Patients, however, may designate 
a different hospital if they so choose. 

The paramedic van is a ‘‘rolling 
emergency room’’ Chenard des- 
cribed, and besides telemetering 
and communications equipment 
contains necessary drugs, oxygen, 
special splints and supports. 

‘Paramedics do no _ surgery, 
amputations, and nothing inside the 
body,’’ the battallion chief stated. 
Extensive training with the new unit 
and the Placentia Fire Department is 
scheduled to begin immediately, he 
explained. 

The new program, which will cost 
Placentia citizens $61,000 for the 
first year, plus the projected price 
tag oof $1.7 million next year for the 


county, has raised some controversy 
in the Placentia City Council, where 
it was approved with a split vote of 3 
to 2. 

Among conjectures is how the 
program will be financed locally, 
whether from general funds or the 
utility tax and’ whether the 
expenditures will raise the city’s tax 
rate.

ORDINANCE NO. 75-0-115 


AN ORDINANCE OF THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF PLACENTIA 
AMENDING CHAPTER 13.76 OF THE MUNICIPAL CODE RELATING TO 
BICYCLE LICENSING 


THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE CITY OF PLACENTIA DOES HEREBY ORDAIN 
AS FOLLOWS: 

Chapter 13.76 of the Placentia Municipal Code is hereby amended by the 
substitution of a new Chapter 13.76 to read in full as follows: 

13.76.010 Effective date this chapter. 

13.76.020 Definitions 

13.76.030 Bicycle licensing required 

13.76.040 License receipt/bicycle plate - issuance 

13.76.050 Sale or transfer of bicycle 

13.76.0860 Change of address of bicycle licensee 

13.76.070 Lost or stolen license receipt/bicycle plate - report/replacement 

13.76.0860 Fees 

13.76.0890 Tampering with license receipt/ bicycle piate - prohibited 

13.76.100 Bicycle dealers - weekly sales reports required 

13.76.110 Bicycles in violation of chapter - impounding/fee 

13.76.010 Enforcement 

13.76.010 Effective date this chapter. This Chapter shall preempt all previous 
legisiation enacted by the City of Placentia concerning bicycle licensing and shall 
become effective thirty (30) days following its second reading. 

13.76.020 Definitions. As used in this Chapter, the following terms and words 
shall have the following meanings: 

(a) The word BICYCLE shall mean and inciude any device upon which a person 
may ride, which is propelled by human power through a system of belts, chains, or 
gears and which has wheels at least twenty (20) inches in diameter and a frame size 
of at least fourteen (14) inches. 

(b) The term BICYCLE LICENSE RECEIPT shall mean and include that 
ownership card issued by the Licensing Agency or Agent of the City of Placentia 
upon receipt of the led license fee. 

(c) The term BICYCLE PLATE shall mean and inciude the license tag or decal 
designated by the State of California in accordance with Section 39001 of the 
California Vehicle Code, to be permanently affixed to the bicycle and which bears a 
unique number permanently assigned to that bicycle by the State. 

(d) The term LICENSING AGENT or AGENCY shail mean and include that party 
or parties designated by the City Council as the official Licensing Agent or Agency 
for bicycles in the City of Placentia. For purposes of this Chapter, the Police Chief 
and his representative shall be deemed as the Licensing Agency. The Police Chief 
shail have the authority to delegate to any person or persons the power to assist the 
City of Placentia in the capacity of bicycle Licensing Agent(s). Each Licensing 
Agency or Agent shail license bicycles for persons residing in the City of Placentia 
only, all other bicycle license applicants shall be referred to their respective city or 
jurisdiction of residency. 

13.76.030 Bicycle licensing required. No person residing in the City of Placentia 
shall ride or propel any bicycle upon any public street, sidewalk, alley, bicycle lane 
or path, or any other public property, or, have in his possession any bicycle which 
has not been licensed and for which the appropriate license fee has not been paid or 
which does not bear a bicycle plate as required by the provisions of this Chapter. 

13.76.040 License receipt/ bicycle plate - issuance. At the time that any person 
licenses a bicycle and pays the appropriate license fee in accordance with the 
provisions of this Chapter, the Licensing Agency or Agent shall provide him with a 
license receipt bearing the owner's name, address, telephone number, bicycle plate 
number, the bicycle manufacturer, type and frame number and any other 
descriptive material concerning the bicycle deerned necessary by the Licensing 
Agency, and, provisions for the transfer of ownership of said bicycle.

13.76.050 Sale or transfer of bicycle. Whenever any person sells, trades, 
disposes of, or transfers any bicycle licensed pursuant to the provisions of this 
Chapter, he shall endorse upon the license receipt previously issued for such bicycle 
a written transfer of same, setting forth the name, address, and telephone number 
of the transferee, the date of transfer, the signature of the transferer, and shall 
deliver such license receipt, so endorsed, to the Licensing Agency at the time of 
transfer. The transferee shall, within ten (10) days after such transfer, apply to said 
Licensing Agency for a transfer of the license receipt.

13.76.080 Fees. The fee required to be paid pursuant to the provisions of the 
Chapter are as follows: 

(a) Bicycle license: Pursuant to Section 39001 of the Vehicle Code, the Licensing 
Agency or Agent may issue the bicycle license for any effective term, not to exceed 
five (5) years. The bicycle license fee shall be the sum of one dollar ($1.00) per year 
or any portion thereof.

13.76.100 Bicycle dealers - weekly sales reports required. Any person engaged in 
the business of buying, selling or trading bicycles within the City of Placentia is 
hereby required to make a weekly report to the Licensing Agency giving the name, 
address and telephone number of ali persons either buying, selling or trading 
bicycles and the bicycle manufacturer, type, frame number, and bicycle plate 
number, if any. 

13.76.110 Bicycles in violation of chapter - impound fees - fines. The Licensing 
Agency shall have the right to impound and retain possession of any bicycle in 
violation of the provisions of this Chapter, or in lieu of impounding, shall have the 
right to issue a citation for such violations. All bicycles impounded pursuant to this 
section may be retained until the provisions of this Chapter are complied with. 
Bicycles remaining unclaimed after a period of three (3) months shall be subject to 
disposal in accordance with Sections 2.20.010, 2.20.020 and 2.20.030 of Chapter 
2.20 of this Code. A fine of two dollars ($2.00) shall be charged for each violation of 
this Chapter. 

13.76.120 Enforcement. The Police Chief and his representative shall herewith be 
granted all authority to enforce and carry out the provisions of this Chapter pursuant 
to the provisions included in the California Vehicle Code and all other laws of the 
State of California.

The veterans administra- 
tion says that during these 
times of rising housing 
costs, veterans interested in 
becoming home-owners 
have many advantages 
when they use their G.I. 
home loan. 


The agency has approved 
nearly nine million loans 
valued at $111.3 billion 
since World War II, and 
more than half the loans 
have already been repaid in 
full. 


‘Buying a home gener- 
ally is the largest and most 
important expenditure a 
family ever makes, so care 


should be taken to insure 
value received for money 
paid,’’ advises Miller. 

A veteran who buys a 
home with VA assistance 
usually finds the loan easier 
to obtain because the 
agency guarantees part of 
the loan. Some lenders may 
require a downpayment but 
usually no downpayment is 
necessary. If the purchase 
price exceeds the reason- 
able value as determined by 
the VA, a downpayment is 
usually required. 

The loan may be repaid 
over a long period of time at 
a moderate interest rate, 
with the option of paying off 


all or part of the loan in 
advance without penalty. 
The VA appraises the home 
to determine its reasonable 
value in the market 
prevailing at time appraisal 
was made. 


The agency also makes

Amend Sect 
11.106 by adding the following: ‘‘E. No permit for the pts an sale, or mon 
of explosives or blasting agent in this City may be issued by any law enforcement 
Agency until such manufacture, sale or storage is approved by the Fire Chief.”’ 

18.04.130 Section 11.308 added - Exceptions. Amend Article Ii by adding Section 
11.308 as follows: 

“Section 11.308 Exceptions 

Notwithstanding the provisions of Section 11.104, 11.302 and 11.306 of this 
Article |!, said sections shall not be applicable to transportation on public streets or 
highways to the extent now or hereafter preempted by State Law "’ 

18.04,.140 Section 12.101 amended - Fireworks - Definitions. Amend Section 
12.101 as follows: 

‘Sections 12.101 Definitions 

For the purpose of this Article, the following words and phrases shall have the 
meanings respectively ascribed to them by this section: 

(1) Dangerous Fireworks includes any of the following: 

(a) Pyrotechnics or fireworks containing phosphorus, sulphocyanide, mercury, 
potassium picrate, gallic acid, chlorate of potash and sulfur or chlorate of potash and 


(b) Firecrackers, salutes, and other explosive articles of similar nature. 

(c) Skyrockets, rockets, including all similar devices employing any 
combustible or explosive material and which rise in the air during discharge. 

(d) Roman candies, including ali devices which discharge balls of fire into the 
air. 

(e) Chasers, including all devices which dart or travel about the surface of the 
ground during discharge. 

(f) Snakes, boa constrictors, and snake nests, containing bichloride of mercury. 

(g) Sparkiers more than ten (10) inches in length or one-fourth (1/4) of one (1) 
inch in diameter. 

(h) All articles for pyrotechnic display, which contain gunpowder. 

(i) Articles commonly known as ‘son-of-a-gun’, ‘devii-on-the-rock,’ ‘Crackit 
sticks,’ and automatic torpedoes which contain arsenic. 

(j) Explosives known as ‘devil-on-the-walk’ or any other articles of similar 
character which explode through means of friction, and all other similar fireworks 
unless otherwise designated. 

(k) Toy torpedoes of all kinds. 

(1) All pyrotechnic devices having a side fuse. 

(m) Fire balloons or balloons of any type which have burning material of any 
kind attached thereto. 

(n) Fireworks kit. 

(0) Such other fireworks as may be designated as dangerous by the State Fire 
Marshal with the advice of the State Fire Advisory Board. 

(2) Safe and Sane Fireworks 

Only those fireworks that are classified as Safe and Sane by the State Fire Mashal 
and having the State Fire Marshal's Seal of Registration designating them as safe 
and sane. 

(3) Temporary Sales Stand 

A temporary structure of a type and configuration approved by the Fire Chief. 

(4) Fire Chief 

The Chief of the Placentia Fire Department or his authorized or designated 
representative. 

(6) Permit <% 

The permit to sell Safe and Sane Fireworks from a temporary sales stand shall 
include the application for the permit and any conditions imposed by the City 
Council. 

(6) Persons 

Includes one or more persons, a partnership, acorporation, or an association. The 
singular shall include the plural. 

(7) Permittee 

Any person holding a permit under this Articie."’ 

18.04.150 Section 12.102 amended - Fireworks - Purpose. Amend Section 12.102 
as follows: 

“Section 12.102 Purpose : 

It shall be unlawful for any person, partnership, corporation, or association of any 
kind to, at any time; sell, offer for sale, store, handle, give away, possess, discharge 
or attempt to discharge, any fireworks defined herein as dangerous fireworks within 
the corporate limits of the City of Placentia. Fireworks classified as Safe and Sane 
Fireworks may be sold subject to all of the following conditions and limitations. It is 
the intent that each of the rules and/or limitations outlined in this article shall be 
considered separately and severable, and if one or more sections are found to be 
unenforceable, the remaining sections shall remain in full force and effect." 

18.04.160 Section 12.103 amended - Fireworks - Conditions Amend Section 
12.103 as follows: 

“Section 12.103 Conditions 

(1) A City business license, a state sales tax license, and ail other required 
licenses, and/or permits shail be obtained prior to commencement of sales. in 
addition, an application for a permit to sell fireworks at retail, as required by Section 
12601 of the Health and Safety Code, shall be submitted to the City License and Tax 
Collector on or before the third Tuesday of the month of May in the year that the 
sales are proposed. Such application will be accepted only after a fireworks retail 
license has been obtained from the State Fire Marshal pursuant to Part 2, Division 
ll, of the State Health and Safety Code and the Fireworks rules and regulations of 
the State Fire Marshal. : 

(2) If the person proposing to sell Safe and Sane Fireworks at retail is not the 
owner of the premises upon which sales and related operations are to occur, said 
person shail obtain written permission of the owner of the premises for the use 
thereof and shall file copies of said permission with the City License and Tax 
Collector prior to obtaining an application for a permit to sell fireworks at retail. 

(3) No person shail sell at retail, Safe and Sane Fireworks in the City of Placentia 
except from temporary stands erected and maintained solely for the display and 
sales of such fireworks and such temporary stands shall meet ali other codes and 
ordinances applicable. The sales area and the area within a fifty (50) foot radius 
thereof shail: 

(a) Be cleared of all weeds, debris, and combustible or fire hazardous materiets 
before the temporary sales stands are erected; and 

(b) Be graded or leveled to such a degree that no holes or hazards exist, before 
the temporary sales stands are erected; and 

(c) Shall be maintained in said condition, to the satisfaction of the Fire Chief, 
throughout the period during which the temporary sales stands are on the premises. 

(4) It is unlawful for any person to sell and/or discharge any fireworks prior to 12 
noon July 1, or subsequent to 12 noon July 5, in any year, and sales and other 
Operations shall be prohibited between the hours of 10:00 p.m. and 8:00 a.m. 

(5) At least one (1) person twenty-one (21) years of age or older shall be on duty 
and in charge of the sales area at all times, i.¢.; twenty-four (24) hours per day 
coverage, provided that no person shall sleep in the structure or vehicles where 
fireworks are stored, handled, or dispensed. A satisfactory and acceptabie means of 
sleeping on the premises will be: 

(a) A camper 

(b) A trailer 

Such iacilities shall be inspected and approved by the Fire Chief prior to use, with 
reference to size, type and location of the facility on the premises. 

(6) A person under the age of 18 shall not be permitted to sell or handle for sale, 
any classification of fireworks. 

(7) Signs, vehicles, structures, merchandise displays, and all other items 
attendant to the permitted activity shall not encroach upon the publicly-owned 
right-of-way. 

(8) Signs, vehicles, structures, merchandise displays, and ali other items 
attendant to the permitted activity shall be positioned at least fifteen (15) feet away 
from any drive approach or public sidewalk. 

(9) ‘No Smoking’ signs shall be posted to the satisfaction of the Fire Chief. Said 
signs shall have letters not less than four (4) inches in height and not less than 3/4 
inch in width with a brush stroke not less than 1/8 inch wide and shail be of a 
configuration and color so as to be easily readable from a distance of at jeast 
twenty-five (25) feet. 

(10) Smoking shal! be prohibited in or within fifteen (15) feet of the temporary 
sales stand and within fifteen (15) feet of any area where fireworks are handled or 
stored. 

(11) Prior to installation or hook-up, all lighting and other electrical facilities 
Proposed shail be approved by a city building inspector. 

(12) If sewer, or septic tank-connected toilet facilities are not available on a 
twenty-four (24) hour basis upon the premises or within three hundred (300) feet 
thereof, chemical toilet facilities shall be provided on the premises. 

(13) No tent or canvas structure of any type shall be permitted on the premises. 

(14) No alcoholic beverages shall be consumed on the premises. 

(15) Prior to the issuance of the permit by the City, the applicant shall procure 
Public liability and property damage insurance covering its operations in and about 
the stand and the premises in a minimum amount of one hundred thousand dollars 
($100,000.00) for death or injury of one person, three hundred thousand dollars 
($300,000.00) for death or injury of more than one person, and one hundred 
thousand dollars ($100,000.00) property darnage, and shail file a certificate of such 
insurance with the City License and Tax Collector. 

(16) Prior to the issuance of the permit by the City, the applicant shail deposit a 
cash bond with the City License and Tax Collector in the amount of fifty dollars 
($50.00) to guarantee that the permittee shall rernove the stand, equipment, and ail 
rubbish from the premises on which the stand is located to the satisfaction of the 
Fire Chief, on or before July 10th of the year for which the permit is granted. if the 
Permittee fails to comply with this section then the City or its agents or employees 
May enter upon the premises and do all things necessary to clean the premises and 
the cash bond shall be forfeited to the City as compensation for this work. 

(17) At least two (2) 2% gallon water extinguishers shail be provided on the 


premises. Said extinguishers must have a current inspection tag by a licensed fire 
extinguisher service agency, and shail be maintained at ail times the fire works are 
sold, stored, and/or handied. The Fire Chief may, upon written request of the 
applicant, consider other fire protective measures that provide substantially the 
same fire protection. 

(18) Fireworks sales structures, vehicies, signs, etc. shall not be constructed, 
installed, or positioned prior to June 15th of the year the permit is issued and shal! 
be removed, pursuant to Section 16 of this Article, on or before July 10th of the same 


year. 

(19) It shall be untawful for any person to sell, offer for sale, display, or discharge 
any fireworks in any gasoline filling station or on any premises where gasoline or 
other flammabie liquids are stored, handled, or dispensed. No fireworks sales stand 
shail be operated within one hundred (100) feet of a gasoline filling station or 
building where flammable liquids are stored, handled, or dispensed, nor shall any 
person sell, offer for sale, or display any fireworks within fifty (60) feet of any 
structure other than an authorized temporary sales booth. 

(20) Permits for the sale of Safe and Sane Fireworks shall be issued only to: 

(a) Established retail businesses who have held an unrevoked business license 
in the City of Placentia for at least six (6) months prior to making application for such 
permit and whose principal place of business is within the corporate limits of the 
city, or: 

(b) To any fraternal, benevolent, patriotic, charitable, civic, or religious 
organization, not organized for profit, and having its principal office and/or meeting 
place within the corporate limits of the City of Placentia for at least six (6) months 
prior to the date of application for a permit to sell Safe and Sane Fireworks, and shal! 
have a substantial number of its members residing in the City of Placentia. 

(21) Operators of said fireworks stands shal! post signs on the stands in letters not 
less than four inches (4"') in height and not less than 3/4 inch in width, with a brush 
stroke not less than 1/8 inch width and stating the name of the club or organization 
offering fireworks for sale. Signs shall be posted in a conspicuous place and manner 
and shall be visible to the public from all adjacent streets. 

(22) No person shail light, or cause or permit to be lighted, any fireworks or other 
combustible articies within any such stand, or within fifty (50) feet thereof. There 
shall be posted by the permittee signs on the sales stand visible to the public which 
shall state: ‘Fireworks shall not be ignited within fifty (50) feet of this stand.’ 

(23) No merchandise may be displayed, sold, or given away except within the 
boundaries of the sales stand authorized by the permit. 

(24) The application for the permit to sell Safe and Sane Fireworks shall be 
accompanied by a filing fee payable to the City of Placentia. For permit fee required, 
see Schedule of Fees, Chapter 16. 

(25) Each club, organization, retail business, and etc., shall be limited to one (1) 
permit and one (1) sales stand per year, except that the City Council may, upon 
written application of the club, organization, retail business, etc., waive this 
Section. If this Section is waived and more than one stand is permitted, to any club, 
organization, retail business, etc., a separate application, permit, license, filing fee, 
and etc. will be required for each stand applied for. 

(26) Before a permit to sell Safe and Sane Fireworks is issued, the Fire Chief shall 
make an investigation of each application and shall make a written report of his 
findings and such written report shall be attached and become a part of the 
application. 

(27) Any person applying for and receiving a permit to sell Safe and Sane 
Fireworks shall abide by and comply with ali matters set forth in the permit to 
operate same, and all conditions and restrictions imposed by the granting authority. 

(a) Violation of any section or conditions of the code shail be grounds for the 
Fire Chief or his authorized representative to revoke the seller's permit. 

(b) The permittee may have his permit reinstated by demonstrating to the City 
License and Tax Collector and the Fire Chief his ability to comply with these 
regulations. The permittee may appeal the revocation of his permit to the City 
Council and the decision of the City Council shall be final. 

(28) Notwithstanding any other provisions of this Article, the City License and Tax 
Collector, with the approval of the City Council, may, in his discretion, grant 
permits for public displays under the supervision of the Fire Chief. Applications for 
such permits shall be filed with the City License and Tax Collector not later than one 
(1) month in advance of the time that such displays are to be held. The application 
for a permit for a public display shall be accompanied by a detailed statement of the 
items of the proposed display. If the permit is granted, no items shail be displayed 
except as are contained in the statement, and the City Council, may, in granting 
such permit, eliminate from the statement such items as it deems hazardous and it 
shall be unlawful for the grantee of the permit to exhibit or display the eliminated 
items. The public display shall be under the supervision of the Fire Chief and/or 
such persons as he shail designate or authorize. The applicant shall obtain a City 
business license prior to such public display. The display shal! be held only at the 
place and time designated in the permit and under no circumstances shali the 
displays be held in Fire Zone Number One (1) of the City. 

(29) A copy of al! permits relating to the sale of Safe and Sane Fireworks shall be 
displayed in the temporary sales stand in a manner to be visibie to the public at all 
times. 

(30) The application for a permit to sell Safe and Sane Fireworks shall be issued by 
the City License and Tax Collector and shall include information as to who the 
applicant is, his affiliation, the types of fireworks to be sold, a plot pian of the 
premises on which the stand is to be located and any other information he deems 
necessary to make His investigation. 

(31) Fireworks shall not be sold to any person less than sixteen (16) years of age, 
and the buyer shall be required to show proof of age, such as a valid driver's license 
or birth certificate."* un 

18.04.170 Section 13.315 added - Protection of hoods, ducts and deep fat fryers. 
Amend Article 13 by adding the Tollowing: 

“section 13.315 Protection of Hoods, Ducts and Deep Fat Fryers 

All hoods, ducts and deep fat fryers with a surface area greater than three 
hundred fifty (350) square inches where required for, or used, as commercial type 
cooking equipment, shali be equipped with an approved automatic fire 
extinguishing system installed in the hood and ducts, and over deep fat fryers. Such 
system shall be installed and maintained in accordance with the provisions of the 
American insurance Association pamphlets thereto. Non-conforming equpment 
installed prior to the effective date of this Section shall be made to conform within 
three (3) years following such date.’’

“Section 27.206 Christmas Tree Sales, Lots, and etc. 

The following conditions shall be required of persons selling Christmas trees, and 
related merchandise including, but not limited to, pine cones, holly wreaths, and 
mistletoe, provided that any condition may be waived by the City Council. ° 

(1) Licenses and Permits 

(a) A city business license, a state sales tax license, and all other required 
licenses and/or permits shall be obtained prior to commencement of sales. In 
addition, an application to sell Christmas trees and related merchandise shal! be 
obtained from the City License and Tax Collector. Such application and ali other 
documents, permits, and/or licenses required must be submitted and accepted by 
the City License and Tax Collector no later than three (3) weeks prior to 
commencement of sales and in no case later than November 20th of the year that the 
sales are proposed. 

(b) Permits for the sales of Christmas trees, and/or related merchandise shall be 
issued only to: 

Established retail businesses who have held an unrevoked business license in the 
City of Placentia for at least six (6) months prior to making application for such 
permit and whose principal place of business is within the corporate limits of the 
City, or; 

To any fraternal, benevolent, patriotic, charitable, civic, or religious 
organization, not organized for profit and having its principal office and/or meeting 
place within the corporate limits of the City of Placentia for at least six (6) months 
prior to the date of application for a permit to sell Christmas trees and/or related 
merchandise, and shall have a substantial number of its members residing in the 
City of Placentia. 

(2) If the person(s) proposing to seli trees is not the owner of the premises upon 
which sales and related operations are to occur, said person(s) shall obtain written 
permission of the owner of the premises for the use thereof and shall file copies of 
said permission with the City License and Tax Collector prior to the commencement 
of any sales, storage of trees, or other use. 

(3) The sales and other public areas shall be cleared before opening and shall be 
maintained free of weeds, holes, and hazards throughout the operation to the 
satisfaction of the Fire Chief or his representative. 

(4) Sales and other operations shall be prohibited between the hours of 12:00 
midnight and 7:00 a.m. This prohibition shall include tree delivery and similar 
trucking. 

(5) If sleeping facilities are provided on the premises they shal! be inspected and 
approved by the Fire Chief prior to use, with reference to size, type and location of 
the facility on the premises. Acceptable sieeping facilities will be: 

(a) Camper 

(b) Trailer 

(6) A person under eighteen (18) years of age shall not be permitted to work or 
assist on the premises unless the prior written consent of the parents of said person 
has been filed with the City License and Tax Collector. In no event shall a person 
under the age of eighteen (18) years of age be permitted to work or assist on the 
Premises unless he is under the immediate and direct supervision of a person 
twenty-one (21) years of age or older. 

(7) Signs, trees, and other merchandise shali be positioned at least fifteen (15) 
feet from any drive approach or public sidewalk. 

(8) Signs, trees, and other merchandise shali not encroach upon the publicly 
owned right-of-way. 

(9) ‘No Smoking’ signs shall be posted to the satisfaction of the Fire Department. 
Said signs shail have letters not less than four (4) inches in height and not less than 
3/4 inche in width with a brush stroke not less than 1/8 inch wide and shall be of a 
configuration and color so as to be easily readable from a distance of at least 
twenty-five (25) feet. 

(10) Smoking shali be 
merchandise and within t 

operations. 

(11) All painting, spraying, dipping, and flocking operations performed on the 
Premises shall be located at the rear of the premises. The area used for said 
operations shail be blocked off by three (3) of four (4) sides with solid fencing at least 
four (4) feet in height. Materials used in said operations shail be limited to State Fire 
Marshal or Underwriters Laboratories (UL) approved flame retardant or water base 
paint solution. ‘

(12) Prior to installation or hook-up, all lighting and other electrical facilities 
Proposed shali be approved by a City Building inspector 

(13) If sewer or septic tank-connected toilet facilities are not available on a 
twenty-four (24) hour basis on the premises or within three hundred (300) feet 
thereof, chemical toilet facilities shall be provided on the premises. 

(14) No tent or canvas structures of any type shall be permitted on the premises 

(15) No alcoholic beverages shall be consumed on fhe premises. 

(16) No open fires, flames, or other sources of ignition will be permitted on the 
premises except that Underwriters Laboratory (UL) approved heating devices may 
be allowed with prior approval of the Fire Chief. ° 

(17) Certificates of insurance providing public liability and property damage 
coverage, each in the amount of one hundred thousand dollars ($100,000.00) shal! 
be filed with the City License and Tax Collector prior to commencement of sales. 

(18) Prior to the issuance of the permit by the City, the applicant shall deposit a 
cash bond in the amount of fifty dollars ($50.00) with the City License and Tax 
Collector to guarantee that the permittee shall remove all equipment, trash, and 
rubbish from the premises on which the sales lot is located to the satisfaction of the 
Fire Chief, on or before December 31st of the year for which the permit is granted. If. 
the permittee fails to comply with this Section, then the City or its agents or 
employees may enter upon the premises and do all things necessary to clean the 
premises and the cash bond shall be forfeited to the City as compensation for this 
work 

(19) At least two (2) 2% gallon water extinguishers shall be provided on the 
premises. Said extinguishers shall have a current inspection tag by a licensed fire 
extinguisher service agency and shall be maintained at all times the trees and 
related merchandise are sold, stored, and/or handled. The Fire Chief may, upon 
written request of the applicant, consider other fire protective measures that 
Provide substantially the same fire protection 

(20) Those portions of the premises adjacent to public or private thoroughfares, 
roadways, driveways, or parking areas shall be cordoned off by means of rope, wire, 
barricades, or the like, at a minimum height of three (3) feet; provided that 
entrances and exits to the premises may be left open with the approval of the Police 
Department. 

(21) No Christmas tree lot shall be permitted within one hundred (100) feet of a 
gasoline filling station. 

(22) Operators of Christmas tree iots shal! post signs on the lots in letters not less 
than four (4) inches in height and not less than 3/4 inch in width with a brush stroke 
not less than 1/8 inch width stating the name of the club or organization offering 
Christmas trees and related items for sale. Signs shall be posted in a conspicuous 
Place and shal! be visible to the public from all adjacent streets.’ 
(E) CHAPTER 18.04: Sections 18.04.060, 18.04.080, 18.04.110, 
18.04.200 and 18.04.220 are hereby repealed.

(1) While loading or unloading property and time in addition to such three (3) hour 
period as is necessary to complete such work; or 

(2) When such vehicle is parked in connection with and in aid of, the performance 
of a service to or on property in the block in which such vehicle is parked and time in 
addition to such three (3) hour period as is reasonably necessary to complete such 
service.’ 

“*13.52.040 Parking Prohibited During Certain Hours - 

Whenever any provision of this code or other ordinance or resolution of the City _ 
designates and when authorized signs are in place giving notice thereof, no person 
shall stop, stand or park any vehicle upon any street between the hours of seven 
(7:00) A.M. to nine (9:00) A.M. and four-thirty (4:30) P.M. to six (6:00) P.M. of any 
day, except Sundays and holidays for any purpose other than the loading or 
unloading of passengers or materials.'’ 

SECTION 2: The Placentia Municipal Code is hereby amended by the addition of the 
following section: 

‘*13.48.210 Tow-away Zones. 

The City Engineer is authorized to erect signs indicating tow-away zones. Any 
person who parks a vehicle in any such designated zone thereby subjects said 
vehicle to being towed away under authorization of the Police Department."
